terday on the disarmament question, 
and today’s significant debate in the 
House of Commons on the possibility 
of bringing Ireland within the purview 
of the Conscription bill, have given this 
matter still greater importance, and it 
looks as though Ireland’s unfortunate 
experience might become the indirect 
means of adjusting in a manner satis- 
factory to all parties the difficult home 
rule problem, which has been hung up 
during the war. 

It is understood that a manifesto to 
the Irish people has been agreed upon, 
but the contents of the manifesto have 
been withheld until Thursday, so as to 
enable its simultaneous’ publication 
throughout Ireland. Various rumors 
were current in the lobbies of Parlia- 
ment tonight concerning negotiations 
between the Government and the Irish 
parties, but nothing is likely to be de- 
cided upon by the latter until after Pre- 
mier Asquith’s pronouncement on the

During the committee stage of the 

Military Service bill in the House of 
Commons today, Sir John Brownlee

Party, moved that Ireland should be in- 
eluded in the operation of compulsion. 
j Premier Asquith, replying, sald the 
question of compulsion was not a matter 
of agreement With Ireland and that if 
the motion were persisted in there would 
be protracted discussion which would 
prevent the measure becoming a law at 
the earliest possible moment. 

The Premier said that a very large 
number of the representatives of Ireland 
were not at the moment prepared to ac- 
cept compulsion in Ireland, and that it 
was not desirable that the country 
should be plunged into a controversy on 
the subject at this time. Ireland had 
just undergone a terrible ordeal, but the 
result of it he believed would be to 
establish the foundation among loyal 
Irishmen of a larger measure of agree- 
ment than there ever had been in the 
past.

ASSAILANTS’ LOSSES HEAVY 


A Renewed Counteroffensive by 
French East of the Meuse Wins 
Back More Lost Trenches. 


PARIS, May 9.—Four attacks in force 
by the Germans, three of them of a 
very violent eharacter, were made in 
the region of Hill 304 at Verdun last 
night and today, but all were beaten 
off by the French, according t@ the 
night bulletin of the French War Office. 

In addition to this furious fighting on 
the west bank of the Meuse, the French 
troops have been continuing their coun- 
ter-offensive on the east bank of the 
river, and, it is officially stated, have 
won back more of the trenches which 
were captured by the Germans north- 
west of Thiaumont on Sunday. 

Three of the German attacks near 
Hill 304 were made during the night. 
One of these wag started at 3 o'clock 
in the morning, great masses of men 
assailing Hill 287, west of Hill 304. The 
second aimed .at the trenches north- 
east of Hill 304. In the thira the Ger- 
mans struck at the wood to the west of 
the hill. Heavy losses were sufféred 
in the repulses, according to the War 
Office réport. 

Today the Crown Prince’s forces, mov- 
ing to attack a trench, west gf Hill 304, 
were stopped by the French curtain of 
fire. 

The War Office report of tonight is as 
fcllows: 


In Champagné our artillery shélled 
the trenches and batteries of the Ger- 
mans north of Ville-sur-Tourbe ahd 
the énemy communications in the re- 
gion of Somme-Py. 

On the left.bank of the Meuse the 
bombardment was less intense. In 
the course of the day an enemy at- 
tack against a trench west of Hill 304 
was stopped short by our curtain of 
fire and the enemy was not able to 
debouch.

‘Eight Waylaid and Trapped at 
Mining Camp Flee Back — 
to the Border,

Two S8still Held, Others Missing— 
Posse Mas a Minor Clash 
with Mexicans. 


From a ‘Staff Correspondent, 
Special to The New York Times. 

PERSIMMON GAP, Texas, May 8, (by 
Auto Courier to Marathon, Texas, May 
9.)—The Mexican band that perpetrated 
a series of raids on the Texas border, in 
the Big Bend District late Friday night 
and Saturday morning continued their 
raid Saturday after passing over to the 
Mexican side of the Rio Grande. There, 
as on this side, they robbed only Ameri- 
cans. 

There. were eight Americans at Bo- 
quillas mine, across the river. The raid- 
ers made prisoners of all of them, but 
seven later escaped. Among these was 
Nicholas J. Pistorius, the tramway en- 
gineer of the mine, and it was from Pis- 
torius that four correspondents en route 
in automobiles from Marathon to Glenn 
Springs were able to get the first report 
tonight of the fate of the A‘mericans 
at the mine. At Marathon when we left 
today not a word had been heard re- 
garding the fate of these men, and Gen- 
eral Funston, in E} Paso, was wonder- 
ing about happenings on the other side 
of the river. - ; 

Pistorius passed us in the automobile 
of a rancher, Lloyd Wade, tonight here 
at Persimmon Gap, forty miles from the 
Rio Grande. In short, jerky sentences 
the grizzled little man said: 

“IT was working at the mine power 
plant at 11 o'clock Saturday morning 
when one of the five Mexicans employed 
at the tram with me called to me to 
come to the top of a ridge a few feet 
away. I climbed up there and found 
myself looking into the barrel of a six- 
shooter, with a Mexican behind it. He 


was not one of our men, and later said 
he was a Villista. 
Robbed by Raiders. 

“This Mexican ordered me in Span- 
ish to go to our tent, about fifty feet 
away. When I got there I found But- 
ler, our master mechanic, ahead of 
me. A Mexican, whom the others ad- 
dressed as ‘Lieutenant Colonel,’ was 
going through Butler’s pockets, while 
others were rifling the tent. They took 
all of our clothes except those we had 
on, our watches and money, and every- 
thing else in sight, then ordered us to 
march ahead of them to the mine. That 
is four miles from the tramway, over 
bag the ore is carried across the 
river. 

‘““ We had gone about a mile—and if I 
ever meet the Mexican who kept cut- 
ting me across the shoulders with his 
quirt I'll recognize and finish him— 
when we met two of the ore trucks 
ay from the mine. Dr. Powers of 
Fort Stockton, Texas, was with them. 
He had been at the mine for a few 
days. The Mexicans made the drivers 
dump one of the loads on the ground 
and made us all pile into the empty 
rack. Then they made us drive to the 
mine. 

“There they surprised the Superin- 
tendent, Carl Halter, the assayer, Has- 
brouck, who is from somewhere in the 
East, and the truck repair man, Aus- 
tin. They robbed them and took all of 
their things from the bunks, and then 
made us start toward the river in the 
truck. Suddenly one of the Mexicans 
asked the chauffeur how much gasoline 
he had. He said he had enough to run 
an hour. They asked where there was 
more, and the driver told them there 
was thirty-five gallons at the tram en- 

ne room. Most of the Mexicans went 

ack in the truck for the gasoline and 
two were left to guard us. 

“6 waited until the ards’ backs 
were turned, and strolled away to an 
embankment, then ran down it and 
crawled under the floor of the works, 
where I hid in a pile of ore. In about 
ten minutes I heard them yelling for 
me, and they looked all over the plant. 
One gave orders to ‘ find the gringo, but 
don’t bring him back,’ and said, ‘ One 
sringo more or less doesn't matter.’ 
Finally they gave it up, but I didn’t 
come out until 4:30. Then I found 
three Mexicans who worked under me 
at the tram. They had been hiding, too. 
They went down to the river with me 
at dark, and I waded over to the Texas 
side and waited there until daylight 
Sunday, when I went to the little town. of 
Boquillas, on the American side, and 
started out for El Paso as soon as I 
could."’ 

No News of Captives. 


Pistorius, who says that he was 
born in Pennsylvania and who is 
of Gr€ek extraction, did not know 
in what direction the Mexican went. 
He said that altogether several hun- 
dred Mexicans worked at the mine, 
but that he did not think they were in 
league with the raiders. The mine, 
which is known variously as the Bo- 


oe del Carmen Mine and the Puerto 
ico Mine, is leased from Mexican own- 
ers by the International Minin 
pany, an American concern, of which 
A. J. MeQuatters of El Paso is Vice 
President. 

All along the road traveled today be- 
tween Marathon and this point the first 
steps of the establishment of a new line 
of communication by the American Army 
could be seen. On the first five miles 
the two troops of the Highth Cavalry, 
which were in Fort Bliss until this new 
raid started them for the border, were 
Reseed in a cloud of dust on the road. 

he troopers shouted gaily, glad at last 
to be on their way to Mexico, for each 
of them is convinced that he is going 
on inside. 

A little further on Major George T. 
Langhorne, who is in command of these 
two troops, and several officers in two 
automobiles were passed. They, too, 
were in ancient cars picked up on the 
spur of the moment in Mara 
driven by a white-bearded patriarch and 
the other by a youth. Mule-drawn 
wagons carrying provisions and hay 
were passed further on; some thirty 
miles from the railroad a couple of 
trucks were leaving supplies at Hender- 
son’s Ranch, for what is to be the first 
camp on the new line of communica- 
tion. Two more trucks passed late to- 
‘night, making a night run for another 
point to be a camp on the line, near 
Glenn Springs, It will take the cavalry 
troops three days to get to the Rio 
Grande, 

One of the best watering 
this line, and waterin 
line are as few as on the line to Nami- 
quipa, is at a ranch where the only 
persons to be seen today were about two 
dozen Mexicans. These were friendly. 
Asked if they were Carranzistas, they 
shook their heads. Villistas? No. 
‘* Pacificos,’’ one of the Mexicans ex- 
plained, and the others. nodded or-: 
ously. All along the road more Mex- 
icans than Americans are to be seen, 
and it is said that there are in this 
Big Bend district half a dozen Mexicans 
to every American.

CAVALRY IS MOVING SOUTH. 


Two Troops Will Meet at Boquillas 
—Shots Fired Across River. 

MARATHON, Texas, May 9.—The two 
troops of the Eighth Cavalry now mov- 
ing toward Boquillas on the Rio Grande 
are camped tonight at Miller’s ranct, 
seventy miles from here, while the two 
troops of the Fourteenth Cavalry and 
@ machine gun troop that left the Mar- 
athon base this morning pitched camp 
thirty miles south at Henderson’s ranch. 

These troops probably will concen- 
trate at Boquillas, where Colonel F. W. 
Sibley, who is in command, wili deter- 
mine, after a conference with Major 
George T. Langhorne, their disposition. 
Captain Caspér Cole of the Fourteenth 
Cavairy, who has been making observa- 
tions along the Rio Grande to deter- 
mine the whereabouts of Villa bandits 
came in tonight from Ee uillas. and 
made a report to Colonel ibley. 

A long-range fight across the Rio 
Grande tween a detachment of Amer- 
ican soldiers and bandits took place 
hear Boquillas yesterday afternoon. 
Captain Cole, reporting the fight, said 
he did not think anybody was killed or 
injured. Captain Fox of the Texas 
Rangers, however, said he believed sev- 
eral Mexicans were hit. 

Captain Cole informed Colonel Sibley 
that there were several large bodies. of 
bandits, probably 500 in all, operating 
along the south side of the Rio Grande. 
He said: he was convinced that there 
were many Mexican sympathizers with 
the bandits on the American side and 
were co-operating with them. 

** I went.to Glenn Springs Sunday,” he 
said, ‘“‘and, with a detachment of men, 
scouted the Rio Grande carefully be- 
tween Boquillas and San Vicento. I am 
convinced that there are no organized 
bodies on the American side of the river. 
There are several on the Mexican side. 
At Tajitas there is a body of 200 Mex-

The total number of mobile militia 
treops available for service is esti- 
mated at between 100,000 and 110,000. 
It is doubtful if more than 75, per cent. 
of these are prepared for the hard duty 
that border service requires. But, as

men are needed, the. militia organiza- 
tiong will have to furnish the quotas 
called out.

The men subsisted during the last fort- 
night on four ounces of flour daily 
and .a ration of horseflesh. One ¢f 
‘General Townshend’s iaat wireless dis- 
patches before“he capitulated said: 


Have destroyed the guns and am de- 
stroying the munitions. Officers have 
gone to Khalil Bey to say that we are 
ready to surrender. We must have 
some food, and officers have gone to 
bring some from the Turks. - 

The last message sent by General 
Townshend said: 

We have hoisted the white flag. A 
Turkish regiment is. approaching. 

On Jan. 24 the British discovered new 
stcres hidden in the houses, mostly un- 
aer- ground. bal, a sufficient for 
nearly three mon on a gradually re- 
duced scale. These were commandeered 
and. paid fer. 

One of the chief difficulties was the

General Luke (British commander in 
Mesopotamia) reports that the fourth 
party or sick and ‘wounded from Kut- 
el-Amara, consisting of 281 persons, 
reached the headquarters of the Tigris 
Corps on May 6, and the fifth party, 
consisting of 172, on May 7. The total 
number of sick and wounded, evacu- 
ated from Kut-el-Amara in these five 
parties, is 1,073, The hospital ship 
started for Kut again on ay 8 to 
bring back the sixth and last party. 

On May 7 one of our machines was 
engaged with a hostile monoplane. Our 
machine was forced to descend, owing 
to a perforated petrol tank. It suc- 
ceeded in reaching our Hines. Both the 
pilot and the observer were unhurt. 


BERLIN, May 9, (by Wireless to Say- 
ville.)—The official rkish report of 
yesterday says that three British Gen- 
erals, in addition to General Townshend, 
the commanding officer, one colonel and 
one artillery commander were captured 
at Kut-el-Amara. Forty cannon. twenty 
machine-guns, nearly 5,000 rifles, three 
aeroplanes and large quantities of am- 
— and supplies also were cap- 
ured. 

The statement also gives a delayed 
report on a battle in March in southern 
Arabia, near the British port of Aden. 
After a fight of two hours the British 
retired, the War Office says, having lost 
more than 300 men. 

The bulletin reads: 


Artillery duels occurred in the re- 
gion of Felahie (on the Tigris River). 

In addition to General Townshend 
we captured at Kut%el-Amara General 
Povna, Commander of the Sixth In- 
fantry Division; General Dabmack, 
Com@ander of the Sixteenth Brigade; 
Gen@al Hamilton,.Commander of the 
Seventeenth Brigade; Colonel Evans, 
Commander of the Eighteenth Brigade, 
and an officer named Smith, Comman- 
der of Artillery. The number of offi- 
cers made prisoners is 551, of whom 
half are Europeans and half Hindus. 
Of the soldiers captured 25 per cent. 
are Europeans and remainder Hindus. 

Although the enemy destroyed a 
large quantity of arms before the fall 
of Kut-el-Amara and dropped others 
into the Tigris, we have found up to 
the present time forty cannon, twenty 
machine ns and nearly 5,060 rifles, 
which will be ready for use after slight 
repairs have been made. We also took 
a large amount of ammunition, one 
large ship, one small ship, four auto- 
mobiles and three aeroplanes. Arms 
and ammunition which were —= 
into the Tigris are being recover by 





us. 

On March 10 a detachment of the 
enemy attempted an attack on our po- 
sition north of Sheikh Osman (near 
Aden,) and was repulsed. On March 
15 and 16 a Turkish detachment made 
@ surprise attack on the position of 
the enemy near Amad, northeast of 
Sheikh Osman. The enemy retired 
after a battle of two hours, notwith- 
standing the fact that he was sup- 
pore by heavy guns which had been 

rought up from Sheikh Osman, and 
by cannon fron: a cruiser stationed 
near Amad. The losses of the enemy 
were 7 officers and more than 300 men 
killed or wounded. The Turkish losses 
were 130.

To come into sharp contact with one of 
its several projecting horns might ‘thhave 
resulted in a disagreeable shock, but the 
American Government has handsome- 
ly hauled the thing on deck, where it 
now reposes innocuous. Had President 
Wilson, before proceeding to discuss the 
German proposals, demanded that the 
conditions attached to them be with- 
drawn, he would have created a new dif- 
ficulty. But the President, with infinite 
tact, accepts the proposals and takes for 
granted that conditions are not really 
attached to them at all.”’ 

The Daily Chronicle thinks ‘it diffi- 
cult to regard the note as anything but 
an important climb down by the United 
States,’’ because, in the opinion of The 
Chronicle,- the note tacitly admits the 
German conditions that merchantmen 
must not attempt to escape, must not 
offer armed resistance, and must not 
be armed. 

‘* Unless President Wilson has received 
private assurances much more far- 
reaching than the sham promise of the 
German note,’’ says The Chronicle, “ it 
is not clear what results are to be looked 
for from the German promise. Every 
time Germany sinks a merchantman 
without warning she can now defend her 
action by alleging either that the ship 
was armed or offered resistance or tried 
to escape. 

‘** American protests so far have not 
made the slightest difference to the sub- 
marine war, but the British Navy has, 
and will continue to do so.’’

Inmates of Home for Aged Received 
for Life for $1,000—Secret. 
Loan Obtained from Andrews. |

HARTFORD, Conn., May 9.—Officials 
of the State police asserted today that 
when their investigation of the case. of 
Mrs. Amy E. Archer Gilligan, held in 
the county jail here charged with the 
murder of Franklin R. Andrews, an in- 
mate of the Archer Home for Elderly 
People, which she conducted at Wind- 
sor, a few miles from Hartford, is com- 
pleted they expect to be in a position 
to make charges against her: involving 
the poisoning of other inmates. Robert 
F. Hurley, Captain of the State Police, 
said that Hugh M. Alcorn, State’s Attor- 
ney, would go before the Grand Jury in 
September and ask for a superseding in-' 


dictment charging any additional mur- 
ders. 

Mrs. Gilligan will be presented to the 
Grand Jury next month for indictment 
for the murder of Andrews. When in- 
formed of the charge against her she re- 
plied calmly that she would prove her 
innocence if it took her last mill. 

‘“*] am not guilty and I will hang be- 
fore they prove it against me,’’ she said. 

The State police assert that at least 
twenty deaths have. occurred at the 
home under suspicious circumstances in 
the last five years. Arsenic is the 
poison that is alleged to have caused 
Andrews's death. 

Andrews died oh May 30, 1914. 
body was exhumed a week ago. An 
autopsy, it is alleged, showed that 
poison had been administered. 


Poison in Other Bodies. 


According to the authorities, secret au- 
topsies performed on the bodies of two 
other inmates of the home revealed in- 
dications of poison. 

‘“‘After- our general investigation of 
aftairs at the Archer home that in- 
cluded following many cases,” said 
State's Attorney-Hugh M. Alcorn, ‘“‘ we 
became certain that something was 
wrong. Then we exhumed the bodies, 
and were convinced that it was a case 
of cuol, calculating, premeditated mur- 
der of inmates oi the home.”’ 

Inmates paid $1,000 for life care, and 
many have died within a few months 
after entering the place. 

The State police have declined to make 
public the results of a search which they 
conducted at the home, but it is under- 
stood that they carried away with them 
a number of bottles bearing various 
labels and a number of papers, includ- 
ing contracts with present and past oc- 
cupants of the home. 

he authorities have learned, it is 
said, that the accused woman bought 
arsenic in large quantities and that one 
purchase of two ounces was made a few 
days ago before Andrews's death. 

Mrs. Gilligan is 41 years old and be- 
fore going to Windsor in 1907 conducted 
a home for the aged at Newington. 


Dr. King Defends Mrs. Gilligan. 


Dr. Howard F. King, Medical Exam- 
iner for the town of Windsor, and who 
as a physician attended most of the 
sick at the Archer home, came to the 
defense of Mrs. Gilligan today. He in- 
sisted that it was still possible that the 
death of Andrews was due to natural 
causes, and that the arsenic found in 
his body had been placed there by 
ghouls to incriminate Mrs. Gilligan. The 
police derided this theory. 

Dr. King asserted that Mrs. Gilligan 
had many enemies. He said he had the 
utmost faith in her. 

‘The most suspicious circumstance,” 
he added, ‘‘is that in most of the fatal 
cases that I attended the patient was 
at the point of death when’ I was sum- 
moned, alhough it would have been pos- 
sible for me to go to.the Home before 
the illness had reached a critical stage. 
It is very difficult to make a positive 
diagnosis when the patient is at the 
point of death.”’ 

Dr. King, who signed the death cer- 
tificate in the case of Andrews, giving 
gastric ulsers as the cause of death, ad- 
mitted that it was possible that Andrews 
died from arsenical poisoning, as u1- 
ceration of the stomach was a symptom 
or such: poisoning. He said that there 
was no occasion at the time of An- 
drews's death for a test for arsenical 
poisoning. 

> believe,’ said Dr. King, ‘ that 
Mrs. Gilligan has been a victim of per- 
secution, as any number of people in 
the town dislike her personally and 
have caused suspicion to be directed 
against her. Mrs. Gilligan is in some 
respects .a little queer, but do not 
think it is possible that she committed 
the crime with which she is charged.”’ 

Mary I. Archer, 18 years old, Mrs. 
Gilligan’s daughter, defended her mother 
when interviewed at the home today.

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President Prepares to Learn if 
Increased Profits Go with 
Advanced Wages. 


PROFITS SOARED IN PAST 


Companies, as Well as Miners, Bene- 
fited by Wage Increases, Gregory 
Tells Trade Commission. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 9%.—Appréhen- 
sion that the recent advance in miners’ 
wages in the amthracite region might 
be reflected by an increase in the pri¢e 
of coal to the consumer within’ a few 
months has led to a decision by Presi- 
dent Wilson to prepare for a possible 
investigation of the coal trade, Attor- 
new Gentral Gregory, to whom the task 
of enforcing the law against any com- 
bination to advance coal prices would 
be intrusted, has addressed ‘a letter to 
the Federal Trade Commission. urging 
that if any attempt should be made to 
put up the price of coal the commis- 
sion should institute an investigation, 
especially as to the relation between 
any increase in the cost of -production 
due to the advance in wages and any 


creage in price. The Trade Commission, 
in reply, has. signified its purpose to 
make any such investigation as the 
public interest might require. 

In Teviewing the experience of the 
consuming public with the coal pro- 
ducers in the last fifteen years, the 
Atorney General in his letter wrote: - 

“It has been brought out in the vari- 
ous legal proceedings against the an- 
thracite railroads that on similar occa- 
sions in the past, when wages have 
been advanced, the railroad coal com- 
panies, on the pretext of increasing 
prices for the purposé. of meeting the 
increased cost of production resulting 
from the higher wages, have made 
much greater increases than were fec- 
essary for that purpose. 

“Since Jan. 1, 1900, there have been 
three general advances in the wages of 
mine workers in the anthracite regions, 
exclusive of the present advance. In 
October. 1900, wages were advanced ap- 
proximately 10 per cent.. In the fiscal 
year immediately preceding this ad- 
vance (July 1, 1800-June , 1900) the 
cost_of production of the Philadelphia 
& Reading Coal and Iron Company, 
whose mines are among the most ex- 
ensive to operate, was.$1.67 per ton. 
n the fiscal year immediately following 
(July 1,. 1900-June 380, 1901) ‘its ¢ost o 
production was §$1.826 per ton—an in- 
crease of §.156 per ton, which includes 
not only the increase due to advance 
in wages, hut the increase due to all 
other factors. On the other heand, the 
same company (the others following 
suit) increased — by $ .232 per ton 
on all sizes, making the excess of price 
= over cost increase 076 per 

““On Nov. 1, 1902, there was another 
general advance in wages of approxi- 
mately 14 per cent. In the fisca 
immediately receding. this 
(July 1, 1901-June 30, 1902) the cost of 
roduction of the Philadelphia & Read- 
ng Coal and Iron Company was $2.066 
per ton. In the Sec immediately 
following (July 1, 1962-June 30, 1908) 
its ‘cost of production was -§2.190 r 
ton—an increase of $ .133 per ten, which 
includes not only the increase due to 
the ativance in wages, but the increase 
due to all other factors. On the other 
hand, the same be pero (the others fol-

‘ Undoubtedly e prices immediately 
following the wage increase in 1002 were 
abnormally high, due’ to the scarcity 
of coal in consequence of the long 
strike. It will be fairer, therefore, to 
take the prices prevailing in the fiscal 
ear ended Junn #0, 1904, as the basis 
or comparison. -This would show an 
excess of price increase over cost in- 
crease of $ ,245 r ton. 

“In 1912 another advance in wages 
took place, amounting to about 5.6 per 
cent. net. Again prices were increased 
on the pretext of meeting the resuiting 
increase in the cost of production. On 
this occasion the House of Representa- 
tives directed the Bureau of Labor to 
make an investigation. The bureau 
found that, whereas the advanced wages 
increased the cost of production only 9 
cents per ton, prices were increased 25 
cents per ton, making the disparity be- 
tween price increase and cost increase 
16 cénts per ton. 

‘The report of the Bureau of Labor 
states: 

Following the agreement of May 20, 
1912,. the wholesale price of anthra- 
cite coal was advanced by the mining 
companies about 25 cents per ton, 
when all sizes are taken into consid- 
eration. The advance in miners’ Wages 
under the above agreement and the 
increase in wee ae to men not 
spécifically cover by the agreement 
was equivalent to an increase of be- 
tween 8 and 10 cents per ton in the 
cost of labor, or an average increase 
of about 9 cents per ton for the an- 
thracite region as a whole. Deducting 
this increase in labor Gost from the 
increase in the selling price per ton, it 
will be seen that the prices realized by 
the coal —e = were in- 
creased about 16 cents r ton more

“As the total consumption of some 

Rost has been in the neighborhood 
f. 75,000,000 tons, this excess of price 
increase over cost increasé following 
the advance in wages in 1912 meant a

@ays the report, ‘‘ the committee finds 
that the problem of municipal service 
training resolves itself into three dis- 
‘tinct parts: (1) the training of those 
already in the public service; (2) the 
training for entrance into the service 
in the lower grades; (3) the training of 
those in groups:1 and 2. for the higher 
‘positions, technical, professional and 
administrative.” 

The committee feels that the first 
branch of the work of municipal serv- 
fice training may well be left in the 
hands of those already engaged in its 
fulfillment. In regard to the. training 
for entrance into the lower grades the 
investigation, according to the report, 

owed that in the past the relative 
weight given to practical experience has 
‘been greater than that given to aca- 
demic training. 

” attitude on the part of the 
Civil Service Commission is readily 
understandable,’’ says the report. ‘It 
ig only natural for an employer to re- 
uire that his ssible future employe 
should have had some practical experi- 
ence in the work he is to do. On the 
other hand, we have the equally natural 
desire of the college to retain its tra- 
ditions and ideals.

He 
should confer with the heads of city de- 
partments and bureaus with regard to 
their needs and the ability of the City 
College to supply them. : 

It also recommends that a College 
Standing Committee on Public Service be 
appointed to co-operate with the Di- 
rector, and further that provision. be 
made for the co-operation of the City 
College with such unofficial agencies as 
the Training School for Public Service 
and the Bureau of Municipal Research.

One Could Be Selected. 


CALLS THIS STATE'S DUTY 


Joseph Choate Presides. at Closing 
Session of Exercises Celebrating 
Bible Society Centenary. 


“Today the whole world needs the 
Bible.” * 

This sentiment, enunciated by the 
Rev. Dr. ‘Arthur Taylor, Secretary of 
the British. and Foreign Bible Society, 
at Carnegie Hall last night, was the 
keynote of the mass meeting held there 
to celebrate the one hundredth anni- 
versary of the American. Bible Society. 
The influence of the Bible spread to 
every corner of the universe. through 
the medium of translations was de- 
clared furthermore to be the force ‘by 
which nations of the world would ré- 
cover: from the ‘‘ debauch of war.’ 

Such was the prediction of the Rev. 
Edward Caldwell Moore, Professor of 
Theology at Harvard University, who 
reviewed the history of Bible missions 
from the earliest times to the present. 
Within the last hundred years, almost 
within the life of the American Bible 
Society itself, Professor Moore said, 
translations of the Bible had reached 
every corner of the. world. He had col- 


lected for the university library at Har- 
vard, he said, translations in. 375. 
languages and dialects, but, he said, his 
work had not been half finished. be- 
cause the Bible or parts of it had been 
translated into more than 700 languages 
and dialects. He computed the total 


output of Bibles, since the holy book} Mach 


first came off the printing presses, at 
two thousand million copies. 

Yesterday's centenni: celebration of 
the founding of the American Bible So- 
ciety was divided into two parts, one 
in the afternoon and the other in the 
evening. The speakers in the afternoon 
were Francis Lynde Stetson and Judge 
Carl Nott of the Court of General Ses- 
sions. Mr. Stetson deplored the ter- 
dency to bar from public scnool cur- 
riculums any instruction in the Script- 
ures. He suggested a compilation of 
certain parts of the old ‘Testament, 
which might be used-in the public school 
without offending any denominational! 
sentiment. 

‘* While we recognize that it is no part 
of the duty of the State,’’ said Mr. Stet- 
son, ‘‘to force upon the youth the ‘ac- 
ceptance of religious tenets contrary to 
their traditional faith, the State that 
denies to its children the veer 

wells of spir- 
itual truth, found as nowhere else, in the 
Holy Scriptures, leaves the soul of its 
people to die of thirst. | 

‘*T am willing to recognize the validity 
of the Jewish objections to such public 
reading of the New Testament and of the 
Roman Catholic objection, to the use of 
the Protestant translation of the Old 
Testament. There might be prepared a 
book of selections from the Psalms, from 
Isaiah, from Ezekiel, -and from some of 
the minor prophets which would involve 
no controversial point and which might 
instill n the minds of the child images 
never to be forgotten, and tending to call 
them out of sordid materialism and shal- 
low rationalism.’’ 

At the evening exercises Joseph H. 
Choate, former United States Ambassa- 
dor to England, presided. The program 
opened with music, the hymn ‘‘ O Word 
of God Incarnate’’ being sung by a 
chorus of three hundred ‘voices under 
the direction of Tali Esen Morgan. A 
scripture lesson was read by the Rev. 
W. B. Coover, General Secretary of the 
Canadian Bible Society, and prayer was 
offered by the Rev. George Alexander 
of the. University Place Presbyterian 
Church. Then followed -a reception of 
delegations and the resentation of 
greetings. in which Bible societies from 
al over the world were represented.

It seems to us that every considera- 
tion of sound public policy should

by this measure. It is obvious that if 
the Ellenbogen bill should become g 
law the railroad company might feel 
that a new situation had been created 
which.would amply justify its with- 
drawal from the agreement. That 
would be a misfortune for the city no 
less than for the railroad. : 

The problem solved by the\ agree- 
ment has been under discussion for a 
score.of years. Efforts have. been re- 
peatedly made to come to an under- 
standing which would benefit the city 
and yet be just .to the tailroad. ..The 
operation of the line as at present con- 
structed is on many. grounds ‘objec- 
tionable, that everybody admits.

There have ‘been rumors: in ‘Washing- 
ton that the entire National Guérd 
may be called to Texas.

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THE TAX ON FOREIGN INCOMES. 

The Investment Bankers’ Associa- 
tion of America has addressed the 
President regarding the ruling of the 
Treasury Department which ig ex- 
posing our investments in foreign se- 
curities to the same sort of taxation 
that we are imposing upon foreign in- 
vestors in American securities.

The: tax now ‘claimed is upon the 
debts due to nonresident aliens, in no 
tax relation to the tax collector and 
outside his jurisdiction. Nevertheless, 
the Treasury ‘has jurisdiction over. all 
representatives of nonresident aliens, 
and the order is that they shall deduct 
the. tax at the source. That leaves 
the aliens to sue for the recovery of 
the tax, if wronatally! withheld. That 
is the ,rocess under the British ‘in- 
come 14x, and is hateful to them, as it 


would: be to- Americans resident here; 


and owning debts due them from Eng- 
land. No.doubt:it is the duty of the 
Treasury to make regulations under 
the law, but it would seem that it 
would feel bound by the opinion of the 
law officer of the Government regard- 
ing what the law is. 
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THE BUILDING INSPECTION BILL. 

There will be a hearing before Gov- 
ernor WHITMAN today on the Building 
Inspection bill... This measure, pre- 
pared by a committee of which Fire 
Commissioner ADAMSON was Chairman 
and which included representatives of 
real estate and commercial organiza- 
tions, societies of: architects and fire 
underwriters, the City Club, and so on, 
is a great step forward. It wipes out 
the confusion, division, and futility of 
various inspections. 
sole inspection, one and only one, of 
actual structural work in progress. A 
completed building gets a certificate of 
occupancy, certifying to its compliance 
with all the laws and ordinances. For 
alterations there is the same sort of 
certificate. 

The Fire Commissioner inspects the 
sees that. they 
have complied with the laws and ordi- 
nances. If they have not, he issues an 
order for such work as is necessary, 
and it is done under the eye of his de- 
partment. All his orders and all the 
requirements of the Building Superin- 
tendents must conform with the laws, 
ordinances, and regulations of the 
Board of Standards and Appeals. 

Two great purposes are served by 
the bill. By the creation of the Board 
of Standards and Appeals it gives the 
means of a uniform building adminis- 
tration. By taking from the State 
Labor Department all structural juris- 
dictions in factories in this city it ends 
a régime of neglect and incompetency, 
@ sufficient illustration of which may 
be found in the vérdict of the Coroner's 
jury in the Diamond candy factory 
fire. : 

Prepared by experts, approved - by 
the Mayor, simple and scientific, this 
law is for the benefit of the public in 
this city. Opposing it are only certain 
guild and clique influences. It should 
go on the statute book. 


THE IMPROVING CROP OUTLOOK. 

This. promises \to be a year in which 
the crops are going to improve as 
they..ripen. The condition of Winter 
wheat improved 10 points between 
the time of the April report and that 
publisied today. That indicates two 
more, bushels per acre than was ex- 
pected." On the other hand, there has 
been an unusual abandonment of acre- 
age as the result. of the ‘long, hard 
Winter. The promise is for a round 
half-billion bushels of Winter wheat. 

Abandonment of Winter. wheat 
usually indicates an iticrease of 
Spring wheat or corn from replanted 
land. The fact remains that this 
year’s Winter. wheat:is likely to fall 
below the crops of either of the last 
two years by 100,000,000. bushels, or 
perhaps more. That is not an un- 
mixed catastrophe, The prospective 
decrease is from a ‘phenomenal. crop, 
which left: such excess of reserves 
that the priee suffered. The possible 
shortage this year may be ‘no more 
than is: necessary to save the country 
from such a.“ calamity” as that which 
threatens the South whenever. there 
is too much cotton, 

The decrease in; the crop is. less 
than the carry-over, and the average 
of the two crops.is ample for the 
‘world’s wants, and. ‘above: the capacity 
of the carriers to take it to where it

There was alike absence of formality 
in the President's answer to the ques- 
tion whether. or not he believed in com- 
pulsory military service.

To use the phrase of a friend of mine, 
my mind is ‘to let’ on that subject.’”’ 
It cannot be. claimed’ that the friend, 
whoever he may be, is patticularly 
fortunate as an_-inventor of. happy 
phrases, for the renting metaphor does 
not stand analysis very well. Still, from 
the words to the intended meaning the 
leap is not So great-as to be'too long 
for anybody's taking, and at least the 
hackneyed and tiresome ‘open to con- 
viction ’’ was. avoided. 

And as usual, of course, the President 
was talking, not to the people before 
him, but to the vastly greater and more 
important audience that was. to hear his 
views on _preparedness through the 
papers. That, too, is a Rebit of his, 
when he meets the .representatives: of 
special interests and hobbies. 


That the pictures 
exhibited in what

nism we all feel for censorships of every 
kind that pass beyond the ordinary 
legal inhibitions on- the unquestionably 
vicious and indecent, that the work 
of restraining and controlling the movie 
managers should be continued by some- 

y- 

Whether the task should be done by 
téwn, State, or Federal boards of cen- 
sors is still a matter to be discussed— 
still is discussed, indeed, and hotly, by 
the. advocates of the several meéthoeds. 
As the films, however, travel all over 
the country from the places of manu- 
facture, there is more than excuse for 
Congress to take the problem up as a 
concern of interstate commerce. It “is 
not without ‘‘ mingled emotions,’’ there- 
fore, that. one observes what. Congress 
is doing with it. ° 

The House. Committee on Education 
has brought in a bill providing for a 
commission of five censors, to be paid 
out of fees collected from the makers 
of films. That is right enough, per- 
haps, but it seems that these censors 
are not‘to be content with prohibiting 
the display of pictures that are 
** obscene, indecent, immoral, and in- 
human,” as. well as those showing bull 
fights and -prize fights, but they are 
also to decide against any that are 
*‘of such a character as to tend to 
corrupt morals or incite to crime.’’ 

These are excellent purposes, of 
course, all of them, but the attempt to 
attain them will carry the censors far 
into the field of taste and opinion, as 
distinguished from fact as admitted by 
everybody, and where men or wonien 
who: can safely be trusted with the 
final word on such subjects are to be 
found it would be difficult to say. 
There be people ,who sée, evil wheré 
others just as good see none, who find 
much evil where others find little, and 
who would draw. lines. against every- 
thing adventurous or exciting. It is in 
the very nature of censors, not only 
when they are sure, but: when they are 
in doubt, to censor. Like other officials, 
they ter to magnify their authority, 
and to become ruthless and despotic. 
At least there should be an appeal from 
any five censors that could be appointed: 


Too Much 
Power 
for Censors. 


There has just died 
at Saranac Lake, and

State  De- 
partment ‘or, fear’ of a riot, fis a: yery 
dangerous. excuse for depriving Ameri- 
can citizens of their rights under the 
Cénstitution. Advertisers are sometimes 
able to. bring. great pressure on..news- 
papers,. voters ‘are often able , to bring 
great: pressure -to. bear upon. men in 
office or desirous of office, trusteés are 
suspected..of being able to curtail in 
some respect. or another the freedom of 
speech of professors or pf parsons.- It 
is all the ‘more: important that Ameri4 
can citizens .should not be prevented 
from -coming together peaceably. to 
mourn their dead, to ask for redress of 
grievances, and to tell the United States 
Government that they .will uphold it in 
any' manly attitude and acclaim a man- 
ly act’ with hurrahs. 

It makes little difference whether the 
prohibition is moral or forcible, so long 
as it is..effective.. I hardty think that 
the authorities - who. “ advised ”’.. that 
the meeting should not be held -o® the 
Committee of. American Rights could 
have fully considered the. subject in all 
its bearings. If our Revolutionary ‘he- 
rogs and‘ the <Abolitionists had © been 
curbed in this way some of the noblest 
pages in American history would not 
have ‘been -written -and our American 
heritage would be little worth the hay- 
ing HENRY DWIGHT SEDGWICK.

In his speeth Admiral Peary*pointed.

senger from Newport News to Wash- 
ington and return in a little- over five 
hours, 

“If the xir line distance from New- 
port News to Washington is laid out 
due east from Washington, the other end 
of the line wili be forty miles off shore 
at Cape Henlopen, and during the last 
few months tnree steamers have en- 
tered Hampton Roads without the 
slightest hint or news of their coming 
\being. Known, until they eg their 
noses inside the Capes,” said “The 
smallest of these ihree pre the: 
Appam, could easily carry a. squadron 
of twelve up-to-date aeroplanes. 

‘What do these facts mean? They 
mean that Washington is just as acces- 
sible to an air raid as Boston, New 

York, Norfolk, Charleston, Savannah, 
or any of our seacoast cities. 

‘“*A small, innocent-looking ‘steamer 
like the Appam, with a squadron of 
modern aeroplanes upon her decks, could, 
under cover of night, launch the max 
chines, and, by the first rays of morning 
light the squadron of aeroplanes could 
r sweep across the city over a zone twelve 
blocks wide, dropping oxo yes. 

‘The machines, wheeling, could re- 
gain their ship in’ a few hours, leaving 
behind them results which perhaps you 
can imagine.’’

Coal Tar Products Among the 
Things That Are Considered. 


P. C. Kuyper & Co. were partly sus- 
tained before the General Appraisers 
yesterday in claims having to do with 
merchandise invoiced as. “color in 
powder.”

to be attached to the further informa-

Lawson Purdy Says Principle of the 
Individual Has Been Followed 
/ Too Closely Here: 





Abram I. Elkus, who, it is expected, 
will succeed Henry Morgenthau as Am- 
bassador to Turkey, and, Lawson Purdy, 
President of the Board of Tax :Commis- 
sioners, spoke on the ‘‘ Save New York ”’ 
movement before’ the members of the 
Fifth Avenue Association at ‘their final 
luncheon of the season yesterday at Del- 
monico’s. ‘ 

“It is a very happy catch word which 
you have employed to. designate the 
movement to preserve Fifth Avenue as a 
pleasant and magnificent thoroughfare, 
keeping it free from objectionable trades 
and making it not only an honor to the 
city. but to the country~as well,” “said 
Mr. Elkus. ‘‘ What you are trying to 
do ought to have been started, in re- 
spect: to building heights and restric- 
tions twenty years ago. ‘Your attitude, 
however, illustrates the growth of pub- 
lic opinion, and that is the ‘infiuénce 
needed more than anything else behind 
all. worthy motives seeking beneficial 
results of lasting value.”’ : 

Mr. Elkus referred to: his .work as 
counsel to the Factory Investigating 
Commission as an object lesson of the 
difficulty in getting employers to see 
that healthier and safer conditions for 
their workers meant getting better re- 
sults for them as well. 

“Some employers did. realize the fact 
from the first that better conditions for 
thé workers contributed to. better work- 
manship,” Mr. Elkus added. ‘* You are 
now employing the lessons learned from 
the factory investigation to your own 
special case, and the co-operation. you 
have obtained from the manufacturers, 
who realize that they will be as well 
off, if not actually improved, by moving 
to a loft centre and permitting the re- 
tail trade to develop its own special sec- 
tion, speaks well for the future success 
of this movement. 

“*Public opinion is -behind it. That 
has been well shown in the widespread 


approval with which the recommenda- 
tions of the Commission on Building Dis- 
tricts and Heights has met from'so many 
different interests. You are showi 
reason combined with reasonableness in 
the “‘Save New York” plan, and that 
factor in any movement is bound ‘to tell 
for good.

‘‘ Under the law it is a crime to give 
out false information to. the newspa- 
pers,’’ repliéd Mr. Craig.
